Directions In regard to use of houd-lamps on motor vehiclos. 


The Commissioner of ‘Police draws special attention to 
Rogulation 5 of the Temporary Regulations under the Lighting 
Control Ordinance, 1936, published in tho Government Gazette of tho 
A8th day of February, 1938. 

‘Tho regulations will be in force from 7 P.M. to 11 P.M, on 28th 
February, 138. 

Regulation & is as follows:— . 

“Tho following restrictions on tho uae of lights on vehicles 
‘shall be observed :— 

: (1) Except in accordance with such directions as the Commis- 
sionor of Police may give under this regulation, the use of head 
lamps on all vehicles-is prohibited. “Head Iamp” means a lamp, in 
which the-diamoter of the front ylass exceeds 44% inches. 

(2) No Ilght shall be shown from any moving vehicle except 

(a) to the front, a white or yellow light from ‘not more than 
two lamps; 7 

(b) to the rear, a red Hght from not more than one lamp. 
Two lights to the front and one to the rear are compulsory for motor 
vehicles, 

. No rear “stop” Hght and no direction indicator of any kind 
showing a Hyht shall be-used. 

Nothing in this paragraph shall prevent the use, in trams and 
omnibuses only, of interlor lights reduced in accordance with. tho 
provisions of paragraph (4). 

oy No Itlght whatever shall be shown from any stationary 
vehicle except a tram or an omnibua, and then only while it is stopped 
for so long as may be necessary to pick up or discharge passengers 
in the course of its regular service, 

(4) Tho Hghts of trains and omnibuses must be reduced as 
tho Commissioner of Police may direct. 

(5) In the case of all other vehicles— 

(n) only electric or oi] lamps shall be used; 

(b) no lamp .of a power exceeding six candle-power shall 
be used; x 

(c) the front glasses of all lamps in use must be obscured 
with at least one thickness of ordinary white or yellow tissue -papor 
or with white or yellow paint, colourwash or material so that the 
obscuring effect is not Iess than that of one thickness of ordinary 
white tissue paper. The paper, paint or material must cover the 
whole of the portion of the front glass through which Jight can pass 
and must not be treated in any way so as to increase its transparency. 
‘ This regulation shall not apply to any vehicle in use on emer- 
gency duty for fire brigade, ambulance or police purposes.” 

The use of head lamps on motor vehicles which have no side 
lamps will be permitted only if (1) such head lamps aro fitted with 
a disc constructed and attached aa follows:— 

(a) The disc must be made of completely opaque material, 
must fit near to the front glass of the lamp (inside the lamp iff 
desired) and must cover it so as to prevent the passage of light 
except through the holes cut as provided in the following diagram.

RAIDERS REPULSED 


Canton, Feb, 27, 

Two strong Chinese air ‘flects to- 
day successfully repulsed o squadron 
of 19 Japancse bombers during the 
course of an extensive nir rald near 
Canton and olong the Canton-Han- 
kow railway this morning. 

The first alarm wos sounded here 
at 6.30 om. when two Japanese 
bombers coming from Tongkawan 
were intercepted by three Chinese 
pursult machines over Shekpal, cast 
of Canton. A flerce ducl, lasting 13 
minutes, ensued during which time 
“he Chinese airmen outmanocuvred 
the Invaders and peppered the heavy 
planes with machine-gun bullets, It 
is reported that one of the invading 
planes wag seriously ‘damoged but it 
managed to fly away. 

Thoeands of residents In the cast- 
ern suburb of Canton witnessed the 
spectacular dog-fight which continutd 
over the Tienho and the White Cloud 
Mountain acrodromes, The invaders 
.released two bombs and hurried 
away towards the coast, 

The second raid started shortly 
after 8 am. when 17 mach'nes were 
sighted over Whampoa. The squa- 
dron broke up into severnl groups, 
nine of the planes heading for the 
Canton-Hankow line. A fast Chin- 
ese pursuit plane, taking off from an 
unknown base, gave chase as the in- 
vaders came close to Shiukwan, for- 
cing the Japanese airmcn to turn 
back, 

It fs reported that a number of 
bombs were released but whether 
they exploded inside of Shiukwan, 
strategle town 225 kilometres north 
of Canton, or not ennnot be ascer- 
talned.—Central News. . 


SOUTHERN ATTACKS 


‘Canton, Feb. 26. 

‘The recently Intensified Jupancse 
aerlal campaign is apparently in- 
tended to deliver a smashing blow 
at the rapidly growing. Chinese alr 
force before it succeeds in driving 
Japanese planes from the siics of 
South China. 

Instead of raids by single aircratt 
or small groups, as heretofore, the 
Japanese have begun mass attacks 
with squadrons of between 15 to 20 

planes, 

Following the spectacular air raid 
‘and ‘alr combats” “near the north’ 
Kwangtung border on_ Thursday, 
yesterday 21 Japanese planes were 
reported to have raided Wuchow, on 
the West River, while carly this mor- 
ning 15 Japanese planes were report- 
ed to have passed Canton heading 
northward, though os yet no infor- 
mation has come in of the result 
of the raid, s 

Most, interesting . and significant 
feature $s the sudden appearance of 
a large number of Chinese pursuit 
planes, which, according to Chinese 
reports, successfully engage the 
raiders, where formerly the Chinese 
relicd solely on anti-aircraft guns. 

Twenty Chinese planes are said to 
have been engaged against the enemy 
in the raid on Wuchow. 

The vicinity of Canton Itself con- 
tinucs to recelve regular visits, par- 
ticularly the air fields In the castern 
suburbs, where this morning two Ja- 
panese planes circled round appar- 
ently looking for Chinese planes. 

They were met with heavy-antl- 
aircraft flre, and after dropping a 
few bombs, which did not do much 
damage, departed.—Reuter, 


JAPANESE AVIATORS CAPTURED

Japan has no intention of provoking the Soviet 
Union, which will “eventually -be compelled to. reconsider 
its attitude towards Japan with an understanding of 
Japan’s true purposes,” the Foreign Minister, Mr, Koki 
Hirota, declared to-day in reply to interpellations on the 
National Mobilisation Bill in the Lower House. 

The statement, supplementing one from General 
Sugiyama, the War Minister, followed pointed inter- 
pellations expounded by critics of. the momentous 


measure. 


The Bill was referred to a Special 
Committee of 45 members after a 
spirited debate before a packed 
House. 


Special attention must be paid to 
Jopan's relations with foreign coun- 
trics In conducting protracted hostill- 
tles In China, Mr. Hirota declared. 


He admitted that there was a 
series of problems pending between 
Jnpan and the Soviet Union, but said 
that the Japanese Government was 
endeavouring to “normalise”? them. 


The British Government “under- 
stood Japan's position pretty well 
since the outbreak of the China 
Incident, and was now apparently 
changing its attitude more favourably 
to’ Japan.” : 


The present situation wus grave, 
and therefore it was necessary to

tingency.”" A 


For Graver Emergency. 


Answering interpellations, General 
Sugiyama sald that the Mobilisation 
Bill was designed for a “graver 
emergency,” and ft had not been 
decided whether the Act would not 
be invoked in the present China 
Incident. ‘ 


Reviewing national questions, the 
War Minister declared that the Bill 
did not contravene the constitution, 
as claimed by some critles, neither 
did the measure interfere with the 
supreme powers of the Emperor. 


Opening the: Iinterpellations, Mr. 
Ikeda, member of the Minseito Party, 
paid o tribute to the Government for 
expunging from the Bill the provi- 
sions for control of the press and free 
speech, but declared that “even now 
the press Is controled too much.” 

He pointed’ out that countries in 
which the press was controlled 
strictly suffered reverses during the 
World War, These included Russia, 
Austria and Germany. 

He raised the constitution issue 
also, and declared that the Bill, 50 tu 
speak, contalned “sugared polson to 
kill constitutional government.” 

He suggested that the Government 
withdraw the entire Bill and rein- 
troduce a revision after careful study 
which would contain “ample provi- 
sions for economic mobillsation.’”— 
Reuter,

‘SOME IMPRESSIONS OF 
CORINTHIANS’ LEADER 


(By Abe”) 


Now that the Islington Corinthians have completed their pro- 
gramme of “official” matches in the Colony, football enthusiasts 
will be interested to hear what the famous English amateurs think 
of tho local standard of play. At the conclusion of yesterday’s 
match between the visitors and the Colony XI, I had o talk with 
“Pat” Clark, the visiting captain, in the dressing room and he had 
some illuminating things to say regarding soccer in the Colony. 


On Par With Malaya 


First of all, it [s Claris's considered 
opinion that football in the Colony 
is-on a par with that of Malaya. 
Certainly he would not put it 
higher; but at the same time, ho 
would not say that the standard of 
play here was lower. 


No Team Work 


[XDIVIDUALLY, our Jocal men 
compare very favourably with 
amateurs in England, but In team] 
plyy we-fall rather-short-of-the-Home 
standard, This is probably duc to 
lack of coaching facilities in the Co- 
lony. In the four matches he has 
played in Hongkong, Clark has form- 
ed the impression that there was 
plenty of good football in the players 
chosen to play. against the 
Corinthians, but the best was not seen 
of them owing to the fact that instead 
of eleven men working together as a 
team, they were genernily cleven 
Individuals doing the'best they could. 
This was the main réason why the 
tourists were so superior in the games 

played ugainst local teams. 


Coach Needed: Here 


ILARK thinks thé 
would improve ° sid¢rably 

we were to get a good“English coach 
out from Home to teach us the finer 
points of the game. He points out 
that football is not a game in which 
players can hope for continued 
success if they’ go out on the field 
withou me ‘preconceived plan of 
campaign.”

ANCTHER point which has strucl 

Clark is that most of cur players 
are not fit enough to last BO minutes 
of fast football, This is true enough, 
ag those who have followed local 
football ‘clo$dly this senson, will 
realise, even though the charge may 
hurt. The pace in which soccer Is 
played nowadays requires every man 
to be in the best of condition. It is 
a case of the survival of the fittest. 
In only one match, against the 
Services, were the Corinthians hard~ 
pressed in the second half; in the 
other three’ games, the greatest 
opposition from. local players came In 
the first perlod.. Those who have 
seen oll four matches will appreclute 
the truth of this.

Tho Commissioner of Polico drawa special attention to 
-Rogulation 5 of the Temporary Regulations under tho Lighting 
‘Control Ordinance, 1936, published in the Government Gazette of tho 
48th day of February, 1938. :

Regulation 6 is as follows:— : 

“Tho following restrictions on tho uso of lights on vehiclos 
shall be observed:— : : 

(1) Except in accordance with such directions as the Commis- 
Jsloner of Police may give under this regulation, the use of head 
lamps on all vehicles is prohibited. 
which the diameter of the front glass excecds 414 Inches. : 

(2) No Hght shall be shown from any moving vehicle excopt 

(a). to the front, n white or yellow light from not moro than 
two lamps; — > fe : . : i 

(b) to tho renr, a red light from not more than one lamp. 
Two lights.to the front and one to the rear are compulsory for motor 
vehicles, . : ‘ ny 
i No rear “stop” Hght and no direction indicator of any kind 
showing a light shall be used. 3 ‘ : 

Nothing in this paragraph shall prevent the use, in trams and 
omnibuses only, of interior Nights reduced in accordance with tho 
provisions of paragraph (4). Vo: -¢ 

(3) No light whatever shall bo shown from any stationary 
vehicle excopt a tram or'an omnibus, and then only while it js stopped 
for so long as may bo necessary to pick up-or discharge passengers 
in tho course of its regular service. 

(4) Tho lights of trams and omnibuses must be reduced as 
tho Commissioner of Police may direct, . 

(5) In the case of all other vehicles— 

(a) only electric or of] lamps shall bo used; .

This is not meant to be an 
Jjargument against rearmament, 
which has never been more 
necessary in Britain than at the 
present time. Rather it is an 
answer. to the wholly erroneous 
contention that by spending 
millions of pounds upon weapons 
we are creating for ourselves 
an era of prosperity upon which 
to build for permanent economic 
security. Ina sense, of course, 
armaments guarantee that; or 
at least serve .to protect the 
productive investments of a 
nation, its overseas trade and its 
People. On the other hand, 
there is no denying that a mass- 
ing of fighting instruments 
breeds ill-will'and suspicion and 
may eventually Iead to the 
destruction of the very thing 
they’ were meant to protect— 
the peaceful progress of the 
world in commerce and culture. 


It costs approximately £12,- 
000,000 to build a capital ship, 
o. vessel of 35,000 tons, plus 
several thousand tons of guns 
and machinery. Several such 
ordera‘naturally speed the heavy 
industries and give employment 
to hands in stecl mills and dock- 
yards, machine-shops and 
armourics. But were all the 
steel. required for a_ capital 
ship’s construction over a three- 
year period apportioned among 
all the mills of Britain it would 
take just cight hours to produce. 


In this light the value of arma- 
mont to the wage-carner loses 
some of its impressivencss.

protection of civilised countries. 
Nothing else can. stop the modern 
aeroplane fiect.... - 

He recalied that in simultancous 
experiments on the Lake of Geneva 
and in England in 1931, the mechan- 
ism of a clock had, at o minimum of 
100 yards, been completely dls- 
organised by the impact of ‘high 
frequency rays. Mr. Rhodes went 
on to say that it may well be that the 
‘perfection of such an Invention will 
save civilisation from complete an- 
nihilation. In this way a death ray 
will truly be turned into a “life rny.” 

Among the famous scientists who 
have turned thelr energies towards 
the discovery qf rays able to render 
mechanism useless was the -late 
Senatore Marconi. He was working 
on the problem to within a short 
time of his death and‘ he disclosed 
some of his experiments to the King 
It Is 
known, however, that ho was not 
satisied with -his researches even 
though he managed to kill rats at a 
distance of ‘some fect, and had 
achieved some success with devices 
for stopping aeroplane engines. 

What Germany ‘has succeeded In 
achieving in this direction is not 
clenr, Stories are constantly coming 
through from that country concern- 
ing powerful rays, and when Gencrat 
Gocring was asked by a Journalist if 
he knew that many people believed 
Germany had such an inventlon, he 
smiled cnigmatically and polnted out 
that: every Government had its 
technical secrets. “EZ cannot say 
whether this one is umong Ger- 
many’s,* he added. 


Helping the Defence 


Many scientists are of the opinion 
that death rays will be of more use 
as methods of defence rather than at- 
tack.
